serve their blood purity laws that 
no case of venereal disease 
ap- 


peared in the tribe until 1923. By 
1930 there were 25 reported cases 
and with the continued decline of 
tribal authority the

Any Part of U. S. Aid 


Washington, March '22— (A1'J)~- 


The state department has inform- 
ed Yugoslavia it will neither share 
in pending $350,000.000 relief pro- 
gram for Europe and China nor 
be permitted tq buy 100,000 tons of 
grain in this country. 


The department cited as it« 


reasons doubts that Yugoslavia 
(1) has a genuine need of help or 
(2) would distribute supplies ef- 
ficiently and without political dis- 
crimination. 


The 
announcement came 
in 


answer to "a request by the Yugo- 
slav ambossador for information 
on what Marshal Tito's Commun- 
ist-dominated goveinment might 
expect to receive from the relief 
fund if it is approved by congress. 
The gram inquiry came by way of 
the U. S. embassy in Belgrade. 


Better Precautions 
Against Fire Urged 
To Combat Losses 


Fires damaged more than 330,- 


000 American homes last year, the 
equivalent of nearly 50 per cent 
of the 662.000 new homes com- 
pleted for veterans in 1946, Fire 
Chief Albert 'Fordyce said today 
and urged homeowners to take 
adequate precautions against the 
fire menace. 


"On the basis of this record, 


America 
has 
been called 
the 


world's 
number 
one 
firetrap," 


Chief Foidyce said. 
"It won't 


help the veterans looking for new 
homes if we damage another 300.- 
000 houses this year. 
Nearly 


1,000 accidental blazes a day is a 
terrible record and it must be cut 
down." 


Chief Fordyce blamed careless- 


ness and failure to take adequate 
fire "safety precautions as 
the 


major causes of fires. 
"Ninety 


per cent of these fires could have 
been prevented if people had used 
just plain common sense." 


He warned that extreme care 


should be used with cigarettes and 
matches and urged all homeowners 
to install approved fire extinguish- 
ers as a protective measure. 


"The end of winter is an excel- 


lent time to clean out the cellar, 
too. 
Many of these, home fires 


start in piles of rubbish or ragi 
that have been left 
in some 


comer." Chief Fordyce said num- 
erous house fires also start in the 
kitchen from burning grease and 
warned housewives not to let 
grease accumulate on the stoves. 


"The Fire department will glad- 


ly inspect your home for fire 
hazards but everyone will have to 
be much more careful if we are to 
avoid a repetition of last year's 
terrible record."

The Retailers Worries Too 
The consumer is not alone in 


worrying about high prices. The 
manufacturer and merchant are 
definitely disturbed too. 


Their interest is plain enough. 


Consumer resistance is strong and 
it is increasing. When people think 
prices are too high, they go with- 
out or purchase cheaper substi- 
tutes. Markets decline. And goods 
languish on store shelves. 


The retailers of the country are 


devoting intense attention to this 
problem now. They are going to 
the mat with manufacturers, seek- 
ing ways and mean's to produce 
better goods for less money. The 
chain stores have taken the lead 
in this and their buyers are turn- 
ing skeptical eyes on offered mer- 
chandise which may be over-pric- 
ed or of less desirable quality. 


On 
top of that, all kinds of 


stores are cutting overhead in ev- 
ery way possible. Most of the sav- 
ings find their way, directly or 
indirectly, into the pockets of the 
consumer. Prices 
are 
brought 


down — or. of equal benefit, price 
increases that would otherwise be 
unavoidable axe prevented. 


Competition, to repeat an 
old 


truism, is the certain guarantee 
that the consumer will get the best 
possible when he buys food, clothes 
household appliances or anything 
else. Independent stores compete 
against chain stores — and 
all 


kinds of stores compete with each 
other. The prices find the lowest 
level which is consistent with the 
conditions of the present. 


"Back Door Socialism" 


In an interesting editorial, 
the 


Oklahoma City Times points out 
that socialism, -when presented un- 
der its proper name, has never 
been able to receive the support 
of more than about one per cent 
of American voters. But camou- 
flaged socialism, which moves in 
through the "back door, is making 
astonishing inroads. 


The Times points to the South- 


xvestern Power Administration as 
an example. It has proposed a pro- 
ject, whose cost would be in excess 
of a quarter-billion dollars, to du- 
plicate existing electric facilities 
in the region — an<j to destroy 
the taxpaying utility 
industry 


through subsidized, tax-free com- 
petition. To quote the Times, "In 
it« plan and report, this adminis- 
tration admits that the east of pro- 
ducing power is higher 
in cost 


than steam plants operating in the 
same locality; that the available 
water supply is of the 'flash" va- i 


rlety and not Capable of furnish- 
ing a continuous supply—." 


Most significant of all, the util- 


ities in the region have offered to 
purchase and distribute all 
the 


power generated by the adminis- 
tration's plants, 
to build, 
with 


their own money, needed addition- 
al lines — and, under stringent 
regulation, to pass savings on to 
the consumers in the form of low- 
er rates. Yet the "back door so- 
cialists," whose motive is piece- 
meal destruction of free enter- 
prise, are driving ahead. 


This situation finds its parallel 


in the Pacific Northwest, in 
the 


Southeast, in the Missouri Valley 
— and in other areas where un- 
necessary, 
ruinously 
expensive, 


government "authorities" are pro- 
posed. Will the American people, 
who have rejected the views of 
honest socialists, permit the coun- 
terfeit variety to get away with 
it?

New York, March 22—(AP)— 


Since minor league baseball is 
committeed to the farm system,- 
why not farms for umpires, too? 
During the past year, thjs corner 
lias been on the receiving end of 
plenty of moans about the umps 
in the deep minors. 


Admittedly 
unruly 
fans 
and 


players who saw an umpire as 
just another top sergeant were 
partly responsible. In one league 
it got so bad that kids fresh out 
of an umpiring school would beg 
a few days off to visit ailing par- 
ents and then forget to return. 
But it all seems to boil down to 
the fact that Class "C" and "D" 
leagues can't afford good umps 
unless someone helps them out. 


In 1945 the National Association 


voted down a proposal to contrib- 
ute towards paying the salaries of 
the men in blue in these lower 
circuits and, as of now, only the 
"AA" and higher leagues pay for 
an ump's contract when they move 
him up from a lower circuit. Out 
of many suggestions we've heard, 
the simplest seems to be that the 
bigger leagues should do just like 
their member clubs—locate good 
prospects, farm them out for sea- 
soning and absorb part of the cost.

veto. 


A. bunch of Democrats

would have to join the Republi 
cans, who have only a majority, t 
make up the two-thirds vote. 


That seems unlikely. So, a tax 


cut bill passed by congress maji 
wind up in the ash can.

labaratory subjects. And Phil Kerz

grows 'em. 


Phil, who purchased 
a 
few 


hamsters from Alabama, now has 
a group of nine. "I keep 'em for 
pets and also sell to laboratories," 
Phil says. "They'll eat anything 
and are very tame and unafraid." 


As to the animal proper, it's 


a smallish, brown-coated rat-like 
animal that can easily be carried 
inside one's coat pocket. Often 
described as a "toy bear", the 
hamster is friendly and has an 
inquisitive disposition. 


Discovered in Syria 


When full grown, it is five or 


six inches long and weighs a UU13 
over four ounces. Phil's hobby is 
new in the United States. The 
hamster was discovered in Syria 
in 1930 and brought to the United 
States in 190S for laboratory use- 


Hamsters are remarkably free 


of diseases of 
their 
own 
and 


usually live to be about two years 
old. They do not carry body para- 
sites and are more susceptible to 
human diseases than guinea pigs, 
making them better suited for 
laboratory purposes. 


Multiply Rapidly 


The great rapidity with which 


they multiply, the speed of their 
growth and the small cost of 
feeding, makes it 
possible 
for 


breeders to sell hamsters at a 
lo%v price. 


The animals are naturally tame 


and do not require long' training 
to become pets. However, when 
they're newly-born, the hamsters 
are wild as March hares, accord- 
ing to Phil. Incidently. their birth
